Great forward strides have been made in the fight to stem the toll of 


human life taken by tuberculosis in the prairie provinces in the past few 
years but there are evidences that complete victory has not yet been won, 
There is more work yet to be done before this enemy of mankind can be 
said to have been totally routed. 

As most residents of that are aware 
chewan was some years ago brought virtually within the category of State 
Medicine when the sanatoria were placed under the administration of the 
Saskatchewan Anti-Tuberculosis League, with authority given the League 


to impose an annual tax levy on all municipalities, rural and urban, which, 


province 


supported by government grants, furnishes the finances for treatment of 
all cases of the disease found within the province. In addition, it should 
be added, the funds for supplementary preventive work are secured from 
voluntary contributions realized by the sale of Christmas seals. | 

While not quite patterned on the Saskatchewan system, the fight 
against the disease in Manitoba is waged along somewhat similar lines and 


at the time of writing the Alberta Legislature has a bill before it which | 


will virtually place the war against T. B. in that province within the State 
Medicine plane, if adopted. 

As a result of the work done in Saskatchewan during the past decade, 
that province can boast, and with justification, that it is in the van of the 
fight and has to-day the lowest death rate from tuberculosis of any prov- 
ince in the Dominion, 30 per 1,000 deaths for last year. 

Facts and figures show that, partly as a result of the preventive work, 
the incidence of the disease in Saskatchewan has passed the peak, that the 
former upward curve of the number of cases treated annually is now trend- 


ing in a downward direction and that, as a further result, space in hos- 
pitals which have had to care for an overflow for which provision could 
not be made in the sanatoria, is no longer required for T.B. cases. An ad- 
ditional result is that patients in the sanatoria can be held there for treat- 
ment longer than was formerly possible, thus improving their chances of 
complete recovery

Best Ration For Hens 


Food Should Be Of Type That Is 
Easily Digested 

W. C. Tully of the Poultry Depart- 
ment at South Dakota State College 
says that 80 per cent. of the feed 
is needed to keep the 
body in good condition and to furn- 
ish heat and energy. That leaves 20 
per cent. or 20 pounds out of 100 
pounds of feed for eggs. This means 
that there should be very little in- 
digestible matter in the hen's 
tions. The story is told of a farmer 
who was feeding corn ground with 
the cob, ground oats with hulls, al- 
falfa, salt, meat bran, 
and wondered why he wasn't getting 
eggs. He said a dairyman gave him 
the feed formula and his cows were 
doing fine. 

“Some people seem to think that 
the hens should be able to eat the 
same kind of feed that is fed to the 
cows and hogs; and, to some extent, 


a hen eats 


ra- 


scraps, and 


they can. Next time you dress a 
chicken do it slowly. Pull out the, 
crop first. How much will it hold? 


How much ground corn cob and oat 


hulls can the hen take into it and 
have room for something that is 
really tood? And how much food 
value do you think there is in corn 
cob and oat hulls? 

Now, look at the stomach, which 
is about the size of your thumb. Cut 
it open and look at the little cone- 
shaped humps through which the 
fluid to help digest the feed must 
come. How long do you think it 
will take to soak up the ground 
corn cob and oat hulls, besides the 
corn and oats, the ground alfalfa, 
bran, and meat scraps? The giz- 


zard? Sure, the gizzard can do won- 
ders, but why force it to work all 
day for nothing? It not only wastes 
energy, but it means the hen can 
barely make a living. 

Corn cob, hulls of oats, coarse hay, 


etc., are injurious to the hen's diges- 
tive organs and it is far better and 
more economical to have them sifted 
out before feeding.

Swine Pasture Is 
Real Green Gold 


Swine fed an ideal ration, as it 
Denmark, may have no need foi 
pasture, but under Western Canad- 
jan conditions, usualiy far fron 
ideal, the use of good pasture will 
return substantial dividends, 

Experiments conducted at the 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lacombe, comparing the growth o} 
pigs fed a straight grain ration in 
dry lot, with that of pigs on pasture 
receiving the same grain mixture, 
have shown remarkable results Phe 
pigs on pasture made about 80% 
quicker gains and 20°% cheaper 
gains than those in dry lot, thereby 
proving conclusively the great valu: 
of pasture for hog production unde 
Alberta conditions, 

Expensive grass and legume mix- 
tures need not be used. In fact, 
the most satisfactory hog pasture 
ever grown at the Lacombe Statior 
is a combination of fall rye, oats 
and rape. Two bushels of oats and 
one of fall rye per acre are mixed 
and seeded early in the spring. The 
rape is seeded separately, preferably 
in rows thirty inches apart at the 
rate of 4 to 5 pounds per acre. 

This combination affords constant 
succession of fresh pasture crops. 
The oats make a quick growth and 
provide early pasture. Since hogs 
prefer oats to rye they will not touch 
the latter until the oats are fairly 
well eaten down, then the rye pro- 
vides jate summer and early fall 
pasture. © As rape is still less palat- 
able than rye the hogs don’t touch 
it until most of the other growth is 
gone, and it will carry the pigs until 
freeze-up. One acre of this combina- 
tion pasture will easily carry twenty 
growing pig= 

Because the pasture Jot must be 
plowed and freshly seeded each 
spring this treatment assists mater- 
jally in eontrolling parasites and in 
maintaining the pigs in a generally 
thrifty condition.

It is being said in some quarters 
that there is much dissatisfaction 
umong merchants over the govern:

The new provincial act for the 
licensing of trades and businesses 
came into effect Wednesday Jast and 
there are upwards of 10,000 firms 
affected under its scope, it bas been 
announced by the ministry of trade 
and industry All trades and busi- 
nesses are included in the terms of 
the act whether they are operating 
under a code or not. Some of the 
trades and services are already under 
code regulations, awong them thr 
Irv cleaners 


According to the Alberta Gazette 
the retail license fees are as follows: 
Owner or manager and up to two 
elerks $8200; owner or manager 
ind up to five clerks 84 00; owner 
’r manager and over five clerks 
$8 00 Additional license of $1 00 
each in required when a store hand- 
ling more than one classification is 
in competition with a store handling 
one of the same lines exclusively in 
the same municipality, village, 
town orcity. In all cases delivery 
boys are exempt when the number 
of clerks is reckoned. 


Hon W. A. Fallow, minister of 
public works, has been inapecting 
the roads in the southern part of 
the province and has announced that 
construction of standard market or 
secondary roads forms part of the 
government's highway program He 
told interviewers that the govern- 
ment was trying to get farmers to 
agree to keep the roads in condition 
when once they are built.

At the request of a Vancouver tea- 
packing firm it was stated that 
manufacturers’ premiums will not be 
affected by the new provincial regula- 
tions Housewives therefore will 
still be able to get their premiums 
and use the courons issued with their 
favorite food products asin the past. 

Hon. Charles Cockroft gave assur- 
ance during the week that invest- 
ment dealers and bondholders will 
be given proper notice before the 
Alberta government takes steps to 
proclaim the new compulsory re- 
funding act, which gives the govern- 
ment power to refund the entire 
provincial debt of more than $160,- 
000,000 at lower rates of interest 
Chis assurance was given to a delega- 
tion of Edmonton bond dealers who 
waited on the provincial treasurer. 

Hon. C. C. Ross, minister of lands 
and mines, has been busy in Ottawa 
for the past month, where he went 
at the suggestion of the legislature 
to attend the Canadian Institute of 
Mining and Netallurgy Convention. 
He is reported to have been active 
tn securing new investments by Kast- 
ern interests in Alberta develop- 
ments. Mr. Ross is regarded in 
some quarters as the best card in the 
hande of the administration, and his 
selection for his present portfolio is 
one of the most encouraging things 
Premier Aberhart could have done 
His work in developing the provin- 
ce'’a resources igs expected to be u 
large factor in keeping the wheels of 
progress turning, no matter what 
political stripe the government may 
wear.
